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THE 


LAWS  OF  YALE  COLLEGE. 


CHAPTER  I. 

Of  the  Government  of  the  College. 

I.  The  Government  of  the  College  shall  be  vested 
in  the  President,  Professors,  and  Tutors,  who  shall  be 
styled  the  Faculty  of  the  College. 

II.  The  President  shall  have  power  to  direct  in  all 
matters  relating  to  the  College;  to  govern  the  under¬ 
graduate  Students,  and  the  resident  graduates,  and  to 
punish  all  crimes  and  offenses,  committed  by  them 
against  the  laws  of  the  College,  except  in  cases  referred 
by  law  to  the  Faculty. 

III.  The  Professors  and  Tutors,  severally,  shall  have 
power  to  govern  the  undergraduate  Students,  and  to 
punish  them  for  any  crime,  except  in  cases  referred  by 
law  to  the  Faculty:  Provided.,  that  they  may  not,  in 
any  case,  proceed  contrary  to  the  advice  and  direction 
of  the  President. 

IV.  The  President,  at  his  discretion,  shall  have  au¬ 
thority  to  appoint  a  meeting  of  the  Faculty.  All  mat¬ 
ters,  which  by  law  are  referred  to  the  Faculty,  shall  be 
brought  before  such  meetings,  and  determined  by  the 
major  part  of  the  members  present,  whereof  the  Presi¬ 
dent  shall  be  always  one,  and  concurring  in  such  de¬ 
termination  :  And  when  the  members  present  shall  be 
equally  divided,  the  President  shall  have  a  casting  vote. 
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The  Professor  of  Divinity,  whenever  he  shall  think 
proper,  may  be  excused  from  attending  such  meetings, 
when  appointed  for  the  determination  of  any  matter  of 
College  discipline  and  punishment.  And  in  all  other 
cases,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Professors  and  Tutors, 
when  requested  by  the  President,  to  give  their  opinion 
and  advice. 

V.  Annually  at  the  commencement,  there  shall  be 
appointed  a  committee,  (which  shall  consist  of  not  less 
than  three  members  of  the  Corporation,  whereof  the 
President  shall  be  always  one,  and  the  other  two  or 
more  shall  be  elected  by  ballot,)  called  the  Prudential 
Committee;  which  shall  be  authorized  and  required 
to  appoint  a  Tutor,  or  Inspector  of  the  College,  when¬ 
ever  either  of  those  offices  becomes  vacant,  at  any  oth¬ 
er  time,  than  at  a  meeting  of  the  Corporation — to  order 
such  repairs  of  the  College,  and  other  College  build¬ 
ings  and  appurtenances,  as  they  shall  judge  neces¬ 
sary — to  audit  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer — to 
make  an  annual  statement  and  report  of  the  expen¬ 
ditures  of  the  College,  and  state  of  the  treasury,  and 
of  the  revenues  and  funds  of  the  College — to  examine 
and  adjust  all  accounts,  which  any  person  or  persons 
have  with  the  College,  and  shall  lay  before  them ;  and 
where  balances  shall  be  found  due  to  any  such  person, 
to  give  orders  on  the  Treasurer  for  the  payment  of 
them — to  institute,  or  cause  to  be  instituted,  in  the 
name  of  the  Corporation,  suits  for  the  recovery  and 
preservation  of  the  College  property  and  interest, 
whenever  it  shall  be  necessary — together  with  the 
Treasurer,  to  cause  the  funds  of  the  College  to  be  in¬ 
vested  in  the  most  advantageous  mode — and  to  do  and 
manage  all  other  matters  and  things,  whereunto  they

are  or  shall  be  further  authorized  or  required,  by  law, 
or  by  any  special  resolve  of  the  Corporation. 

VI.  The  President  shall  be  authorized  to  appoint 
the  meetings  of  the  Committee;  and  a  major  part  of 
the  Committee  shall  have  power  to  act :  and  when  any 
other  members  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  present  at 
meetings  of  the  Committee,  they  shall  have  the  same 
power  of  acting  as  the  members  of  the  Committee,  in 
appointing  a  Tutor  or  Inspector  of  the  College,  and  in 
all  matters  in  which  their  advice  and  assistance  shall 
be  desired  by  the  Committee. 

VII.  In  case  of  the  death  of  the  President,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Prudential  Committee  to  meet  im¬ 
mediately  at  the  College;  and  to  make  such  regula¬ 
tions,  and  give  such  orders  and  directions,  as  they  shall 
judge  necessary ;  which  the  Professors,  Tutors,  and 
Students  shall  observe,  until  there  shall  be  a  meeting  of 
the  Corporation ;  which  meeting  the  Committee  shall 
call,  as  soon  as  may  be  convenient. 

VIII.  When  any  person  shall  have  been  elected  to, 
and  have  accepted  the  office  of  a  Tutor  in  the  College, 
he  shall  continue  in  office  for  a  term  not  less  than  two 
years,  unless  he  shall  be  permitted  by  the  Corporation, 
or  by  the  Prudential  Committee,  to  resign  sooner.  And 
when  any  Tutor  shall  resign  the  office,  or  enter  upon 
it,  at  any  other  time  than  the  Commencement,  his  part 
of  the  salary,  for  the  year  ending  at  the  next  Com¬ 
mencement,  shall  be  apportioned  to  the  time  of  his  in¬ 
struction,  exclusive  of  vacations. 

IX.  In  case  of  the  absence,  sickness,  or  death,  of  the 
President,  the  senior  Professor  present  shall  have  all 
the  powers  of  the  President,  in  the  government  of  the 
College. 
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CHAPTER  II. 

Of  admission  into  the  College — of  the  distinction  of 
the  Classes — Of  Resident  Graduates — and  of  the 
Manners  of  the  Students. 

I.  No  person  shall  be  admitted  into  the  Freshman 
Class  till  he  has  completed  his  fourteenth  year ;  nor  to 
an  advanced  standing,  without  a  proportional  increase 
of  age.  Candidates  for  admission  into  the  College  shall 
be  examined,  in  New  Haven,  by  the  President,  or  un¬ 
der  his  direction,  by  one  or  more  of  the  Professors  or 
Tutors;  and  no  one  shall  be  admitted,  unless  he  shall 
be  found  able  to  read,  translate,  and  parse  Cicero’s  Se¬ 
lect  Orations,  Virgil,  Sallust,  Groeca  Minora,  and  the 
Greek  Testament,  and  to  write  true  Latin  in  prose, 
and  shall  also  have  learned  Arithmetic,  Geography, 
and  English  Grammar.  Jacobs’  Greek  Reader  may 
be  admitted  as  a  substitute  for  Grseca  Minora,  and  the 
Epistles  in  the  Greek  Testament. 

II.  Every  candidate  for  admission  to  an  advanced 
standing,  shall  be  examined  by  the  President,  and  one 
or  more  of  the  Professors  or  Tutors ;  or,  under  the 
direction  of  the  President,  by  two  or  more  of  the  Pro¬ 
fessors  or  Tutors;  and  no  such  candidate  shall  be  ad¬ 
mitted  to  such  standing,  unless  he  shall  be  found  fully 
qualified,  in  all  branches  of  learning  proper  for  the 
same.  But  no  one,  whether  a  candidate  for  an  ad¬ 
vanced  standing,  or  coming  from  another  College,  or 
having  been  before  dismissed  from  the  College,  shall 
be  admitted  into  the  Senior  Class,  after  the  end  of  Jan¬ 
uary  vacation. 
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III.  No  candidate  shall  be  permitted  to  attend  on 
the  collegiate  exercises,  until  he  shall  have  been  regu¬ 
larly  examined  and  approved ;  nor  until  he  shall  have 
given  a  satisfactory  bond  to  the  Treasurer,  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  his  term  bills. 

IV.  No  candidate  for  an  advanced  standing  shall  be 
allowed  to  attend  on  the  exercises  of  the  College  until 
he  shall  have  paid  to  the  College  Treasurer  a  sum  equal 
to  one  half  of  the  tuition  money  which  shall  have  been 
paid  by  others  of  the  class  into  which  he  shall  be  admit¬ 
ted.  Any  Student,  however,  who  comes  recommended 
from  any  other  College,  may  be  admitted,  without  any 
pecuniary  consideration,  to  the  standing  for  which  he 
shall  be  found  qualified,  on  examination  as  before  di¬ 
rected  for  the  admission  of  candidates  to  an  advanced 
standing.  When  any  Student,  after  a  dismission  from 
College,  shall  be  re-admitted,  he  shall  first  pay  to  the 
College  Treasurer,  a  sum  equal  to  the  whole  of  the  tui¬ 
tion  money  which  he  should  have  paid,  for  the  standing 
to  which  he  is  admitted,  had  he  not  been  dismissed. 

V.  Every  candidate  for  admission  into  the  College, 
shall  produce  satisfactory  evidence  of  a  good  moral 
character. 

VI.  No  Student  shall  be  admitted  as  a  member  of 
this  College,  from  any  other  College,  unless  he  produce 
a  certificate  from  the  proper  authority,  of  his  regular 
and  honorable  dismission  and  standing. 

VII.  The  senior  Tutor  shall  keep  a  matriculation 
book,  in  which  shall  be  registered  the  names  of  all  stu¬ 
dents,  who  by  their  regular  behavior,  and  attention  to 
collegiate  duties,  for  six  months  at  least  after  their  ad¬ 
mission,  shall  exhibit  evidence  satisfactory  to  the  Fac¬ 
ulty  of  their  unblemished  moral  character.  And  if  any 
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candidate  shall  fail  of  exhibiting  such  evidence,  within 
a  reasonable  time,  he  shall  be  allowed  to  attend  on  the 
exercises  of  the  College  no  longer.  Each  candidate 
shall  be  particularly  required  to  exhibit  proof  that  he  is 
not  guilty  of  using  profane  language.  All  those  who 
are  Students  on  probation,  as  well  as  the  regular  mem¬ 
bers  who  have  been  matriculated,  shall  be  subject  to 
the  laws,  penalties  and  discipline  of  the  College. 

VIII.  No  candidate’s  name  shall  be  registered,  until 
he  shall  have  subscribed  the  following'  engagement : 

/,  A.  B.  on  condition  of  being  admitted  as  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  Yale  College^  promise  on  my  Faith  and  Honor 
to  observe  all  the  laws  and  regulations  of  this  College; 
particularly  that  I  will  faithfully  avoid  using  pro¬ 
fane  language^  gamings  and  all  indecent^  disorderly 
behavior^  and  disrespectful  conduct  to  the  Faculty^ 
and  all  combinations  to  resist  their  authority  ;  as  wit¬ 
ness  my  hand.  A.  B. 

IX.  No  student,  being  a  minor,  shall  contract  a  debt, 
except  for  washing  or  medical  aid,  without  the  consent 
in  writing,  of  his  parent  or  guardian,  or  of  such  officer 
of  the  College,  as  may  be  authorized,  by  the  govern¬ 
ment  thereof,  to  act  in  such  case. 

X.  Bachelors  of  Arts,  who  shall  signify  to  the  Presi¬ 
dent  their  purpose  of  residing  at  the  College,  or  in  the 
city  of  New  Haven,  with  a  view  of  pursuing  literature 
under  his  direction,  and  under  the  government  of  the 
College,  and  give  a  sufficient  bond  to  the  President  and 
Fellows  for  the  payment  of  their  term  bills,  shall  be 
considered  as  resident  Graduates  and  Students  of  the 
College. 
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XI.  The  undergraduate  Students  shall  be  divided 
into  four  distinct  classes.  The  first  year  they  shall  be 
called  Freshmen;  the  second,  Sophomores;  the  third, 
Juniors;  and  the  fourth.  Seniors. 

XII.  If  any  Student,  during  the  time  of  his  pupilage 
shall  contract  matrimony  he  shall  no  longer  be  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  College. 


CHAPTER  III. 

Of  the  Religions  worship  and  order  of  the  College — 

of  the  Professor  of  Divinity — and  of  Monitors, 

I.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Faculty,  diligently  to 
inspect  and  watch  over  the  manners  and  behavior  of 
the  Students,  and  in  all  proper  methods,  both  by  exam¬ 
ple  and  precept,  to  recommend  to  them  a  virtuous  and 
blameless  life,  and  diligent  attention  to  the  public  and 
privite  duties  of  religion. 

II.  The  President,  or  the  Professor  of  Divinity,  or 
one  of  the  Professors  or  Tutors,  shall  pray  every  morn¬ 
ing  and  evening  in  the  Chapel,  and  read  a  chapter,  or 
some  suitable  portion  of  Scripture.  And  every  under¬ 
graduate  Student  shall  be  obliged  to  attend,  unless  he 
can  render  a  sufficient  excuse  for  absence. 

III.  The  President  is  desired  frequently  to  deliver 
in  the  Chapel,  lectures  or  dissertations  on  such  reli¬ 
gious,  moral  and  other  subjects,  as  he  shall  judge  proper 
for  the  instruction  of  the  College ;  which  being  publicly 
appointed,  every  Student  shall  attend. 

IV.  Divine  worship  shall  be  publicly  solemnized  in 
the  College,  as  a  distinct  religious  society  on  the  Lord's 
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Day ;  on  days  of  Thanksgiving  and  F asting  appointed 
by  public  authority,  and  at  such  other  times  as  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  President.  And  every  undergraduate 
Student  shall  be  obliged  to  be  present  at  every  exercise 
of  public  worship,  on  every  Lord’s  Day,  and  on  days 
of  public  Fasting,  except  such  as  have  permission  to 
attend  the  Episcopal  or  other  congregations  in  town ; 
and  no  reason  of  a  Student’s  absence  from  public  wor¬ 
ship  shall  be  received  as  sufficient,  unless,  when  prac¬ 
ticable,  previously  made  known  to  the  President,  or  a 
Professor,  or  a  Tutor. 

V.  The  Professor  of  Divinity  shall  perform  the  duties 
of  the  ministerial  and  pastoral  office  in  the  College.  In 
the  discharge  of  these  duties,  both  public  and  private, 
he  shall  use  his  best  and  most  faithful  endeavors  to  pre¬ 
serve  the  Students  from  irreligion,  error  and  vice ;  and 
to  promote  piety,  virtue,  and  good  order  in  this  seat 
of  learning ;  and  it  shall  be  his  duty,  whenever  it  is 
required,  to  lay  before  the  Corporation,  or  the  Pruden¬ 
tial  Committee,  the  religious  state  of  the  College,  and 
receive  their  advice  and  direction  in  all  matters  rela¬ 
ting  to  the  business  of  his  office.  As  a  standing  rule, 
it  is  recommended,  that  about  half  his  public  discourses 
on  the  Lord’s  Day,  should  be  in  a  theological  course  of 
lectures  or  sermons,  founded  upon  scripture  texts,  in  a 
systematical  order;  and  that  the  whole  course,  com¬ 
prehending  a  system  of  Divinity,  should  be  completed 
in  the  term  of  four  years :  That  the  other  half  should 
be  miscellaneous,  on  such  practical  and  occasional  sub¬ 
jects  as  he  shall  judge  best  suited  to  the  religious  and 
moral  state  and  improvement  of  the  College ;  and  that 
unless  some  special  reason  require  a  deviation,  a  dis¬ 
course  of  each  kind  be  delivered  every  Lord’s  Day. 
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And  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  give,  from  time  to  time,  such 
lectures  and  private  instructions  to  the  resident  Grad¬ 
uates  and  Students,  as  he  shall  judge  may  best  preserve 
and  promote  the  religious  interests  of  the  College,  and 
tend  most  effectually  to  form  for  future  usefulness  in  the 
work  of  the  evangelical  ministry,  such  of  the  Students 
as  shall  appear  desirous  of  being  prepared  for  it. 

VI.  It  is  enjoined  upon  all  the  Students  to  observe 
the  Lord’s  Day  as  holy  and  sacred  to  the  duties  of  re¬ 
ligion  ;  and  if  any  Student  shall  profane  the  said  day 
by  unnecessary  business,  by  diversion,  or  by  walking 
abroad,  or  shall  be  absent  from  his  chamber  on  this 
day,  or  shall  thereon  admit  any  other  Student  or  a 
stranger  into  his  chamber ;  or  on  the  preceding  or  fol¬ 
lowing  evening,  shall  make  indecent  noise  or  disturb¬ 
ance,  or  shall  behave  indecently  or  profanely,  at  the 
time  of  public  worship,  or  at  prayers  in  the  Chapel,  he 
may  be  punished  by  admonition  or  otherwise,  as  the 
nature  of  the  crime  shall  require. 

VII.  If  resident  Graduates  set  examples  of  open  pro¬ 
faneness  and  disregard  to  the  Lord’s  Day,  and  the  reli¬ 
gious  order  of  the  College,  and  after  admonition  by  the 
President,  shall  not  reform,  they  shall  be  adjudged  and 
declared  to  be  no  longer  resident  Graduates  or  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  College,  nor  allowed  to  reside  in  it. 

VIII.  Monitors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President, 
who  shall  he  furnished  with  bills,  in  which  they  shall 
note  down  those  who  are  absent  from,  come  too  late,  or 
egress  from  prayers  and  other  public  exercises  in  the 
Chapel,  on  which  the  Students  are  by  law  obliged  to 
attend;  which  bills  they  shall  deliver  to  the  President, 
a  Professor  or  a  Tutor  whenever  they  shall  be  required. 
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CHAPTER  IV. 

Of  the  Course  of  Academic  Literature  and  instruc¬ 
tion  in  the  College, 

O 

I.  The  Faculty  shall  instruct  the  undergraduate 
Students  in  the  three  learned  Languages,  the  liberal 
Arts  and  Sciences,  and  the  whole  course  of  Academic 
Literature. 

II.  The  Senior  Class  shall  be  under  the  especial 
charge  and  instruction  of  the  President :  the  three 
Junior  Classes  shall  be  under  the  charge  and  instruc¬ 
tion  of  the  Professors  and  Tutors.  The  Professors 
shall  deliver  lectures  and  give  instruction  to  the  classes 
and  students,  in  the  several  branches  of  science  which 
they  severally  profess,  under  the  direction  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration,  or  of  the  Prudential  Committee ;  and  where 
no  particular  direction  is  given  by  the  Corporation,  or 
the  Prudential  Committee,  under  the  direction  of  the 
Faculty. 

III.  The  President,  with  the  advice  of  the  Profes¬ 
sors  and  Tutors,  shall  appoint  all  classical  exercises 
and  examinations,  and  the  authors  which  shall  be  read 
and  recited  by  the  respective  classes :  And  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  President  annually  at  the  Commence¬ 
ment  to  lay  before  the  Corporation  the  state  and  meth¬ 
od  of  instruction,  the  authors  recited,  and  the  progress 
of  literary  improvement  in  the  College. 

The  Students  of  the  classes  specified,  are  required 
universally  to  assemble  at  each  lecture,  according  to  the 
direction  of  the  Professors;  and  shall  by  them  be  re¬ 
quired  to  account  for  absence,  and  any  other  negli¬ 
gence. 
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Each  Student  shall  take  notes  of  the  several  heads 
of  instruction  delivered  at  each  Lecture;  and  shall 
be  examined  by  the  Professor  concerning  the  knowl¬ 
edge  which  he  has  gained  from  the  preceding  Lecture. 

IV.  The  first  year  of  their  standing  in  the  College, 
the  Students  shall  be  instructed  in  Algebra,  Roman 
Antiquities  and  Geometry. 

The  second  year,  in  Logarithms,  Plane  Trigonom¬ 
etry,  Mensuration,  Surveying,  Navigation,  Conic  Sec¬ 
tions,  and  Spherical  Geometry  and  Trigonometry. 

The  third  year  in  Fluxions,  Natural  Philosophy,  As¬ 
tronomy,  Chemistry,  Chronology,  and  History. 

The  fourth  year,  in  Chemistry,  Natural  Philosophy, 
Astronomy,  Logic,  Metaphysics,  Ethics,  Theology,  Po¬ 
litical  Economy,  Mineralogy,  Geology,  and  Law. 

In  each  of  the  four  years,  they  shall  also  be  instruc- 
ed  in  the  learned  Languages,  Rhetoric  and  Oratory. 

The  Students  when  required,  shall  prepare  and  read 
compositions,  or  exercises  in  Greek,  Latin  or  English. 

V.  The  two  senior  Classes  shall  dispute  once  or 
twice  a  week  before  the  President,  a  Professor,  or  the 
Tutor. 

On  Wednesdays,  in  the  afternoon,  from  four  to  eight 
in  each  of  the  three  Junior  Classes,  shall  declaim  in 
the  Chapel  and  at  other  times,  under  the  direction  and 
inspection  of  the  Faculty. 

VI.  The  classes  shall  not  go  to  their  recitation  rooms, 
until  the  tolling  of  the  bell  for  the  recitation ;  and  shall 
leave  them  immediately  after  the  recitation  is  ended. 

VII.  The  Students  who  inhabit  the  recitation  rooms, 
shall  receive,  of  the  respective  divisions  of  the  classes, 
reciting  in  them,  as  a  compensation  for  their  trouble, 
the  price  of  the  fuel  used  in  them,  when  brought  into 
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the  room,  during  the  Winter  and  Spring  Terms ;  and 
ten  dollars  for  each  room  during  the  Summer  Term. 

VIII.  If  any  Student  shall  be  absent  from  any  lec¬ 
ture,  recitation,  disputation,  or  other  classical  exercise 
duly  appointed,  he  may  be  admonished:  And  every 
Student,  who  shall  be  absent  from  an  examination  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  Faculty,  shall  receive  such  punishment 
as  the  nature  of  the  offense  may  require. 

IX.  There  shall  be  two  public  examinations  each 
year;  under  the  direction  of  the  Faculty. 

X.  If  any  Student  shall  appear  on  examination,  de¬ 
ficient  in  those  branches  of  knowledge  which  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  regular  course  of  literature  in  the  College 
he  has  been  pursuing,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Presi¬ 
dent,  or  his  Tutor,  to  admonish  him  of  such  deficiency, 
that  he  may  be  incited  to  apply  with  greater  diligence 
to  study ;  or  to  direct  him  to  study  through  the  suc¬ 
ceeding  vacation.  And  if  he  shall  appear  so  deficient 
as  to  be  unfit  for  his  standing,  and  unable  with  profit 
and  reputation  to  pursue  his  studies  with  his  class,  he 
shall  be  removed  from  the  class ;  and  not  re-admitted, 
till  he  pass  a  satisfactory  examination. 

XI.  The  customary  public  exhibitions  in  the  Chapel, 
shall  be  holden  under  the  direction  of  the  President. 
If  any  Student,  without  permission  from  the  Faculty, 
shall  fail  to  perform  the  exercises  assigned  him,  or  shall 
exhibit  any  thing  not  allowed  by  the  Faculty,  he  may 
be  sent  home. 

XII.  On  the  first  Wednesday  of  July,  annually,  the 
Seniors  shall  be  examined  under  the  direction  of  the 
Faculty,  as  to  their  knowledge  and  proficiency  in  the 
learned  Languages  and  liberal  Arts  and  Sciences :  And 
being  found  well  skilled  in  them,  and  the  whole  course 
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of  academic  literature,  shall  be  advanced  to  the  stand¬ 
ing  of  candidates  for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts : 
and  having  made  all  necessary  preparations  for  Com¬ 
mencement,  the  President  may  give  them  leave  of  ab¬ 
sence  from  the  College,  until  Friday  before  the  Com¬ 
mencement,  except  those  who  have  parts  assigned  them 
in  the  public  exhibitions. 

XIII.  If  any  member  of  the  Senior  Class,  absent 
himself  from  the  July  examination,  without  reason  sat¬ 
isfactory  to  the  Faculty,  he  shall  be  precluded  from  re¬ 
ceiving  a  degree  with  his  class. 

XIV.  If  any  one  shall  be  found  on  examination,  not 
qualified  to  be  advanced  to  the  standing  of  a  candidate 
for  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts,  he  may,  if  he  re¬ 
quest  it,  be  again  examined,  before  the  ensuing  com¬ 
mencement. 

XV.  No  candidate  shall  be  permitted  to  exhibit  on 
the  public  Commencement,  unless  he  present  his  com¬ 
position  for  correction,  on  or  before  the  Monday  prece¬ 
ding  the  July  examination. 


CHAPTER  V. 

Of  Vacations^  and  of  absence  from  College, 

I.  There  shall  be  three  vacations  annually.  The 
first,  six  weeks  immediately  after  Commencement :  the 
second,  two  weeks  from  the  first  Wednesday  in  Janu¬ 
ary  :  the  third,  four  weeks  from  the  last  Wednesday  in 
April. 

II.  The  President  shall  appoint  some  suitable  per¬ 
son,  who  during  the  vacation  shall  take  care  of,  and 
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prevent  damages  from  being  done  to  the  College,  or  to 
any  of  its  appurtenances.  And  such  person  shall  have  a 
reasonable  compensation  made  him  by  the  Corporation. 

III.  No  undergraduate  shall  reside  in  the  College 
during  any  of  the  vacations,  without  the  knowledge 
and  permission  of  the  President.  And  if  any  one  shall 
transgress  this  law,  he  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding 
twenty  cents  for  each  day. 

IV.  Immediately  upon  the  expiration  of  every  vaca¬ 
tion,  the  undergraduate  Students  shall  assemble  at  the 
College :  If  any  Student  shall  voluntarily  absent  him¬ 
self  from  the  College,  without  a  just  and  reasonable 
excuse,  when  by  law  he  ought  to  be  present,  the  Fac¬ 
ulty  shall  have  power,  at  their  discretion,  to  correct 
such  disobedience  by  fine,  not  exceeding  fifty  cents  a 
day,  during  such  absence,  or  by  admonition,  or  by  send¬ 
ing  him  away  from  the  College,  as  the  nature  of  the 
case  may  require. 


CHAPTER  VI. 

Of  the  Location  of  the  Students. 

I.  The  Senior  Tutor,  or  such  other  member  of  the 
Faculty  as  the  President  shall  appoint,  shall  have  au¬ 
thority  to  locate  the  Students  in  the  chambers  and 
studies  of  the  College.  And  every  Student  located  in 
any  College  chamber,  shall  pay  the  rent  and  sweeping 
of  the  same,  until  he  shall  apply  to  the  locating  officer, 
and  be  discharged  from  his  location.  And  if  any  Stu¬ 
dent  shall  refuse  to  dwell  in  the  chamber  assigned  to 
him  by  the  President,  he  shall  be  dismissed  from  the 
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College :  and  if  any  Student  shall  remove  from  his  own 
into  another  chamber;  or  make  up  his  bed  for  lodging 
in  any  other  chamber  than  his  own.  he  may  be  fined 
or  punished  in  some  other  way,  as  the  circumstances 
of  the  case  may  require. 

II.  If  any  Student  to  whom  a  chamber  is  assigned, 
shall  be  absent  from  the  College,  beyond  the  time  al¬ 
lowed  him,  or  shall  be  vexatious  to  his  chamber  mates, 
or  shall  injure  the  chamber,  or  if  there  shall  be  any 
other  sufficient  cause,  the  President  may  at  his  discre¬ 
tion,  take  away  the  chamber  from  him  to  whom  it  is 
assigned,  and  dispose  of  it  to  another. 

III.  Each  Tutor,  either  personally,  or  by  exchange, 
shall,  so  far  as  may  be  convenient,  visit  the  several 
rooms  bordering  on  the  entry  in  which  he  resides,  once 
or  twice  a  day. 

IV.  No  Student  shall  walk  abroad  or  be  absent  from 
his  chamber,  (except  to  attend  the  collegiate  exercises,) 
in  the  hours  of  study,  which  shall  be  from  the  tolling  of 
the  study  bell  in  the  morning  and  afternoon,  till  the 
close  of  the  succeeding  recitations. 

V.  Every  Student,  whether  present  or  absent,  shall 
be  at  the  expense  of  his  proportion  of  furniture,  wood, 
and  candles,  necessary  for  the  chamber  assigned  to  him. 

VI.  If  a  Student  shall  employ  any  servant  or  laborer 
in  or  about  the  College,  after  he  shall  have  been  di¬ 
rected,  by  one  of  the  Faculty,  not  to  employ  such  ser¬ 
vant  or  laborer ;  he  may  for  the  first  offense,  be  admon¬ 
ished,  and  for  any  subsequent  offense,  be  suspended,  or 
sent  home. 

VII.  If  the  College  chambers  shall  not  be  sufficient 
to  receive  all  the  Students,  the  President  may  give  lib¬ 
erty  to  so  many  as  necessity  shall  require,  to  reside

among  the  inhabitants  of  New  Haven,  of  a  good  and 
approved  character :  In  which  case  a  preference  shall 
be  allowed  to  such  Students  as  belong  to  the  city,  when 
it  shall  be  requested  by  them,  their  parents  or  guardi¬ 
ans,  that  they  may  reside  in  the  families  to  which  they 
belong.  If  any  other  Student  shall  fix  his  residence  in 
any  house  in  the  city,  or  remove  from  one  house  to 
another  without  the  previous  knowledge  and  allowance 
of  the  President,  he  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  thirty 
six  cents ;  and  six  cents  for  every  day,  during  which  he 
shall  continue  to  reside  in  any  such  house  without  ma¬ 
king  it  known  to  the  President.  And  if,  after  the  ex¬ 
press  disallowance  of  the  President,  any  Student  shall 
fix  or  continue  his  residence  in  any  house  in  the  city, 
he  shall  be  dismissed  from  College. 

VIII.  All  the  Students  living  out  of  the  College,  and 
in  the  town  of  New  Haven,  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
laws  and  rules  in  their  chambers,  as  those  who  reside 
in  the  College. 

IX.  No  Student,  shall  in  term  time  or  in  vacation, 
be  a  boarder  or  a  lodger  in  a  Public  Inn  in  New  Haven. 

X.  When  a  Student  who  has  taken  a  chamber  in 
the  College  is  out  of  town,  he  shall  be  charged  with 
room  rent  to  the  end  of  the  year,  unless  he  state  to  the 
locating  officer  his  intention  to  occupy  the  room  no 
longer,  that  it  may  be  assigned  to  some  other  Student. 

XI.  No  Student,  except  an  inhabitant  of  the  city  of 
New  Haven,  shall  board  out  in  town,  either  in  term 
time,  or  in  vacation,  or  after  the  Senior’s  examination 
in  July,  except  during  the  Commencement  week,  with¬ 
out  permission  from  some  officer  of  the  College,  spe¬ 
cifying  the  place  at  which  such  Student  is  permitted 
to  board :  on  penalty  of  a  fine  not  exceeding  seventy 
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five  cents,  for  each  day’s  violation  of  this  law ;  or  such 
other  College  punishment  as  the  Faculty  shall  deem 
just. 


CHAPTER  VII. 

Of  College  Damages^  and  the  Assessment  of  them, 

I.  When  any  damage  shall  be  found  done,  except  by 
the  inevitable  Providence  of  God,  to  any  chamber  or 
study  in  the  College,  the  person  or  persons  to  whom 
such  chamber  or  study  is  assigned  and  belongs,  shall 
make  good  the  same.  Provided  that  damage  done  to 
any  chamber  or  study,  by  a  person  unknown,  shall  be 
charged  to  the  whole  body  of  the  Students,  if  the  occu¬ 
pants  immediately  report  the  same  to  the  Tutor  of  the 
entry  in  which  the  room  is  situated,  and  satisfy  him 
that  it  was  done  without  their  fault,  and  that  they  are 
ignorant  of  the  person  or  persons  by  whom  it  was  done. 
The  resident  members  of  College  in  the  respective  en¬ 
tries  of  the  collegiate  buildings,  shall  be  responsible  for 
the  damages  done  in  the  entry  in  which  they  reside, 
except  in  cases  where  such  damages  can  be  charged 
to  individuals.  If  damage  be  done  to  any  other  part  of 
the  College,  or  the  appurtenances  thereof  at  any  time, 
the  same  shall  be  assessed  upon  all  the  undergraduate 
Students,  and  charged  in  their  term  bills :  If,  however, 
the  damage  be  done  in  a  recitation  room,  or  lecture 
room,  the  damage  shall  be  charged  to  the  class  or  di¬ 
vision  who  assemble  in  that  room.  Provided  always, 
if  the  person  or  persons  who  were  principals  or  acces¬ 
saries  in  doing  any  such  damages,  shall  be  discovered, 
he  or  they  shall  make  full  satisfaction  for  the  same ; 
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and  if  they  shall  have  been  done  intentionally  by  any 
Student  or  Students,  they  shall  each  be  liable  to  a  fine 
not  exceeding  three  dollars  and  thirty  three  cents,  and 
to  any  other  College  punishment  which  the  circum¬ 
stances  of  the  offense  shall  require. 

II.  The  President  shall  cause  to  be  estimated  all 
damages  of  broken  glass  at  the  end  of  every  term,  and 
the  same  to  be  assessed  upon  the  Students  according  to 
law,  and  charged  in  their  term  bills. 

III.  To  ascertain  other  damages  done  to  the  College 
buildings  and  appurtenances,  there  shall  be  appointed 
one  or  more  persons  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inspect 
and  estimate  all  damages  done  to  the  College  build¬ 
ings  and  appurtenances,  whenever  they  shall  be  requi¬ 
red  by  the  President  :  They  shall  also,  ex  officio^  in¬ 
spect  and  set  down  in  writing,  the  state  of  every  cham¬ 
ber  and  study  at  the  beginning  of  every  vacation,  and 
likewise  of  the  buildings  and  appurtenances  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  ;  and  at  the  end  of  each  term,  they  shall  estimate 
the  damages  done  to  each  chamber  and  study,  or  to 
other  parts  of  the  College  buildings  and  appurtenan¬ 
ces  during  the  preceding  term  or  vacation,  which  had 
not  been  before  estimated  on  the  special  request  of  the 
President.  And  all  estimates  of  damages,  particularly 
stated,  the  Inspectors  shall  deliver  to  the  President  in 
writing  with  their  names  subscribed ;  which  estimates, 
with  a  reasonable  compensation  to  the  Inspectors  for 
their  trouble,  shall  be  the  rule  by  which  the  under¬ 
graduates  shall  be  assessed  and  charged  respectively, 
by  the  President,  for  damages  in  the  term  bill,  next 
after  such  estimates  shall  have  been  made. 

IV.  All  damages  estimated  by  the  Inspectors  of  the 
College,  shall,  by  order  of  the  President,  be  immedi- 
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ately  repaired,  when  practicable :  and  when  in  the  opin¬ 
ion  of  the  Inspectors,  it  shall  be  expedient  that  any 
damage  done  to  the  College,  or  to  any  of  the  appurte¬ 
nances  thereof  should  be  repaired  before  an  estimate  of 
such  damage  is  made,  the  President  shall  order  such 
repair  to  be  made ;  and  provided  the  repair  is  full  and 
complete,  the  actual  expense  shall  be  a  rule  to  the  In¬ 
spectors  in  the  estimate  of  the  damage ;  otherwise  it 
shall  be  assessed  according  to  their  direction. 

V.  No  repairs,  additions,  or  alterations  shall  be 
made  in  any  chamber  of  the  College  or  in  the  appur¬ 
tenances  of  any  chamber,  by  any  Student  or  Students, 
but  at  his  or  their  own  expense,  and  under  the  direc¬ 
tion  of  the  Inspectors  of  the  College,  on  penalty  of  a 
fine  not  exceeding  three  dollars  and  sixty  seven  cents 
for  each  offense. 

VI.  Whenever  in  the  opinion  of  the  Inspectors  of 
the  College  it  shall  be  necessary  that  the  Chapel,  or 
any  of  the  public  chambers  or  entries  of  the  College, 
or  the  chambers  of  the  Students,  or  any  of  them,  should 
be  whitewashed,  the  same  shall  be  done  by  order  of  the 
President,  under  the  direction  of  the  Inspectors,  or 
some  one  of  them ;  the  expense  of  which  shall  be  paid 
out  of  the  College  treasury. 

VII.  The  Inspectors  of  the  College  shall  be  author¬ 
ized  to  judge  and  determine  whether  the  College  cham¬ 
bers  are  fit  for  the  reception  of  the  Students ;  and  if  on 
inspection  of  any  chamber,  it  is  not  fit  in  their  opinion 
to  be  inhabited,  no  student  shall  be  obliged  to  reside  in 
such  chamber  until  it  shall  be  repaired,  and  judged  by 
the  Inspectors  fit  to  be  inhabited. 

VIII.  The  Students  are  not  allowed  to  hold  meet¬ 
ings  in  the  Chapel,  unless  in  presence  of  some  member 
of  the  Faculty. 
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CHAPTER  VIII. 

O/  Crimes  and  Misdemeanors, 

I.  Every  Student,  whether  a  graduate  or  undergrad¬ 
uate,  shall  be  subject  to  the  laws  and  government  of 
the  College,  and  show  in  speech  and  behavior,  all 
proper  tokens  of  reverence  and  obedience  to  the  Fac¬ 
ulty  of  the  College :  And  if  any  Student  shall  trans¬ 
gress  this  law,  by  treating  them  or  any  of  them,  with 
reviling  or  reproachful  language;  or  by  behaving  con¬ 
tumaciously  or  contemptuously  toward  them,  or  by  be¬ 
ing  guilty  of  any  kind  of  contempt  of  their  persons  or 
authority,  he  may  be  punished  by  any  censure,  even  to 
expulsion,  as  the  nature  and  aggravations  of  his  crime 
may  require. 

II.  If  any  Student  shall  deny  the  Holy  Scriptures, 
or  any  part  thereof,  to  be  of  divine  authority,  or  shall 
assert  and  endeavor  to  propagate  among  the  Students 
any  error  or  heresy,  subverting  the  foundation  of  the 
Christian  religion,  and  shall  persist  therein  after  admo¬ 
nition,  he  shall  be  dismissed. 

III.  If  any  Student  shall  be  guilty  of  blasphemy, 
robbery,  fornication,  theft,  forgery,  duelling,  or  any 
other  crime  for  which  an  infamous  punishment  may  be 
inflicted  by  the  laws  of  the  State,  he  shall  be  expelled. 

IV.  If  any  Student  shall  assault,  wound  or  strike  the 
President,  a  Professor,  or  a  Tutor,  or  shall  maliciously 
or  designedly  break  their  windows  or  doors,  he  shall  be 
expelled. 

V.  If  any  Student  shall  be  guilty  of  fighting,  striking, 
quarreling,  challenging,  turbulent  words  or  behavior, 
intoxication,  wearing  women’s  apparel,  fraud,  lying,  de-

faniation,  or  any  such  like  crimes,  he  shall  be  punished 
by  fine,  admonition,  or  other  College  punishment,  suited 
to  the  nature  and  demerit  of  the  crime. 

VI.  If  any  Student  shall  break  open  the  door  of  an¬ 
other;  or  privately  pick  his  lock  with  any  instrument, 
for  the  first  offense  he  shall  be  fined  eighty  cents ;  and 
for  the  second,  fined,  admonished,  or  expelled,  as  the 
nature  of  the  offense  may  deserve. 

VII.  If  any  Student  shall  be  guilty  of  an  injury  to  a 
fellow-student,  or  to  any  other  person  within  the  town  of 
N  ew  Haven,  upon  complaint  and  proof  thereof  made 
to  the  President,  he  shall,  with  the  advice  of  the  Pro¬ 
fessors  and  Tutors,  give  judgment  thereon,  and  order 
satisfaction  to  be  made  according  to  the  nature  of  the 
offense  or  injury;  which  if  any  Student  refuse  to  do, 
he  shall  be  admonished;  and  if  after  admonition,  he 
persist  in  such  refusal,  he  shall  be  dismissed. 

VIII.  The  President,  a  Professor,  or  a  Tutor,  shall 
have  authority  to  break  open  and  enter  any  College 
chamber  or  study,  at  all  times,  at  discretion.  And  if 
any  Student  shall  refuse  to  admit  the  President,  or  any 
one  of  the  Professors,  or  of  the  Tutors,  into  his  chamber 
or  study ;  or  to  assist  them  in  suppressing  any  disorder, 
or  to  give  his  evidence  respecting  any  matter  under 
examination,  w^hen  in  any  of  those  cases  required ;  or 
shall  falsely  declare  himself  ignorant  of  the  matter,  he 
may  be  punished  by  admonition,  suspension,  or  expul¬ 
sion,  as  the  circumstances  of  the  case  may  require. 

IX.  If  any  Student  shall  undress  himself  for  swim¬ 
ming  in  any  place  exposed  to  public  view,  he  may  be 
punished  as  circumstances  may  require. 

X.  If  any  Student,  without  leave  obtained  of  the 
President,  or  one  of  the  Professors,  or  of  the  Tutors, 
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shall  go  out  of  the  town  of  New  Haven,  or  beyond  the 
place  allowed  him,  or  shall  not  return  by  the  appointed 
time,  he  may  be  punished  by  fine,  admonition,  or  other¬ 
wise,  according  to  the  degree  and  circumstances  of  the 
offense. 

XL  No  Student  shall  go  a  sailing  without  permis¬ 
sion  first  obtained  of  the  President :  And  no  permission 
shall  be  given  to  sail  beyond  the  mouth  of  the  harbor. 

XIL  If  any  Student  shall  play  at  hand  or  football  in 
the  College  buildings,  or  in  the  College  yard :  or  throw 
any  thing  by  which  the  College  buildings  may  be  in 
danger  of  damage ;  he  may  be  fined  not  exceeding  fifty 
cents;  and  if  he  refuse  to  desist  when  required  by  one 
of  the  Faculty,  he  may  be  suspended,  sent  home,  or 
dismissed. 

XIII.  Every  Student  in  studying  time,  shall  abstain 
from  hallooing,  singing,  loud  talking,  playing  on  a  mu¬ 
sical  instrument,  and  other  noise  in  the  College  or  Col¬ 
lege  yard. 

XIV.  If  any  Student  shall  ring  the  College  bell,  ex¬ 
cept  by  order  of  the  President,  a  Professor,  or  a  Tutor, 
he  shall  be  fined  or  otherwise  punished,  as  the  case  may 
require. 

XV.  If  any  Student  shall  keep  any  kind  of  fire-arms 
or  gunpowder,  or  shall  fire  any  gunpowder  in  or  near 
the  College  yard,  or  near  the  dwelling  house  or  the  per¬ 
son  of  the  President,  a  Professor  or  a  Tutor,  he  shall 
be  admonished,  suspended,  or  otherwise  punished  as  the 
case  may  require. 

XVI.  No  Student  shall,  any  where  in  New  Haven, 
act  a  part  in,  or  be  present  at  the  acting  of  any  theat¬ 
rical  exhibition.

XVII.  If  any  Student  shall  play  at  billiards,  cards 
or  dice,  or  any  other  unlawful  game,  or  at  backgam¬ 
mon  ;  or  at  any  game  for  a  wager ;  or  shall  keep  in  his 
chamber  cards  or  a  backgammon  board ;  or  shall  call 
for  any  strong  drink  in  any  tavern  or  other  place  with¬ 
in  two  miles  of  the  College,  he  shall  be  punished  for 
the  first  offense  by  admonition,  and  for  any  subsequent 
offense,  may  be  suspended,  or  sent  home. 

XVIII.  No  Student  shall  keep  a  horse  or  carriage 
for  use  in  the  town  of  New  Haven:  nor  shall  any  Stu¬ 
dent  hire  a  horse  or  carriage  in  New  Haven,  in  term 
time,  without  a  permission  from  some  one  of  the  F  acuity. 

XIX.  No  Student  shall  be  allowed  to  purchase  any 
fruits,  pastry,  or  other  articles  of  food  or  drink,  which 
are  offered  for  sale  in  the  College  buildings.  The  Fac¬ 
ulty  may  prohibit  any  person  from  offering  such  arti¬ 
cles  for  sale  in  thejCollege  buildings. 

XX.  No  Student  shall  be  present  at  any  convivial 
meeting,  either  within  or  without  the  walls  of  College, 
in  the  town  of  New  Haven,  in  which  wine  or  other  in¬ 
ebriating  liquors,  are  or  may  be  introduced ;  unless  on 
special  invitation  to  attend  on  a  party,  in  some  private 
family,  on  penalty  of  admonition,  suspension,  or  dismis¬ 
sion,  as  the  circumstances  of  the  offense  may  require. 

XXI.  No  monument,  in  memory  of  a  deceased  Stu¬ 
dent,  shall  be  erected  by  his  classmates,  on  the  College 
lot,  the  expense  of  which  shall  not  be  approved  by  the 
Faculty. 

XXII.  If  a  Student  shall  venture  money  or  goods 
in  any  kind  of  lottery,  or  chance  game  not  allowed  by 
the  laws  of  the  land,  he  shall  be  punished  by  admoni¬ 
tion  or  expulsion,  as  the  nature  and  circumstances  of 
the  case  may  require. 
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XXIII.  If  any  person  not  belonging  to  the  College 
shall  contemptuously  treat  or  abuse  the  Faculty  of  the 
College ;  or  shall  instigate,  advise,  or  aid  any  Student 
to  a  refractory  and  stubborn  behavior  or  carriage  to¬ 
wards  the  Laws  and  Governors  of  the  College ;  or  shall 
draw  away  or  seduce  any  of  the  Students  into  vile  prin¬ 
ciples  or  practices,  the  President,  a  Professor,  or  Tu¬ 
tor,  may  forbid  the  person  so  offending  to  enter  into  the 
College  yard,  and  also  prohibit  the  Students  to  hold 
any  intercourse  with  him,  which  if  any  Student  shall 
have  after  such  prohibition,  he  may  be  admonished  or 
otherwise  punished  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty. 

XXIV.  If  any  combination  or  agreement  to  do  any 
unlawful  act,  or  to  forbear  compliance  with  any  injunc¬ 
tion  from  lawful  authority  in  the  College,  shall  be  en¬ 
tered  into  by  undergraduates ;  or,  if  any  enormity,  dis¬ 
order,  or  act  of  disobedience  shall  be  perpetrated  by 
any  undergraduates ;  in  consequence  of  such  combina¬ 
tion  or  agreement,  in  both  or  either  of  those  cases,  such 
and  so  many  of  the  offenders  shall,  upon  due  convic¬ 
tion,  be  punished  with  admonition,  suspension,  dismis¬ 
sion,  or  expulsion,  according  to  the  circumstances  of 
their  offenses,  as  shall  be  necessary  for  the  preserva¬ 
tion  of  good  order  in  the  College. 

XXV.  In  all  cases  when  an  offense  is  committed  fre¬ 
quently  or  daringly,  the  Faculty  shall  have  power  to 
enhance  the  punishment  at  their  discretion :  In  all  ca¬ 
ses,  the  Faculty  may  accept  an  ingenuous  confession 
in  lieu  of  a  penalty,  except  where  the  law  requires  ex¬ 
pulsion. 

XXVI.  Whenever  any  member  of  the  College  Fac¬ 
ulty  shall  be  satisfied  that  any  Student  is  guilty  of  fre¬ 
quent  absence  from  prayers,  public  worship,  or  any 
College  exercises,  established  by  law ;  or  of  disorderly 
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behavior,  when  present  at  any  of  them,  or  in  the  din¬ 
ing  hall;  or  of  unreasonable  expensiveness  in  living  or 
apparel,  or  improper  company  keeping  in  his  room  or 
elsewhere;  or  of  idleness,  or  profane  language,  or  of 
profaning  the  Sabbath ;  or  that  he  has  gone  out  of  Col¬ 
lege  limits  without  leave,  or  procured  or  received  meals, 
or  other  entertainment,  in  any  tavern  or  boarding¬ 
house  ;  or  frequented  such  house  or  houses ;  or  that  he 
absent  himself  from  his  room  after  10  o’clock  at  night; 
or  is  frequently  absent  from  his  room  in  study  hours ; 
or  has  been  guilty  of  any  loose  conduct,  or  of  disre¬ 
spectful  behavior  to  any  officer  of  this  College ;  he 
shall  be  admonished  of  his  misbehavior  by  his  Instruc¬ 
tor,  or  any  member  of  the  Faculty;  and  if  he  continue 
unreformed,  it  shall  be  notified  to  the  Faculty,  who 
shall  admonish  him  again,  and  make  known  his  case  to 
his  Parent  or  Guardian;  if  he  continue  still  unreformed, 
he  shall  be  sent  home ;  and  shall  never  be  readmitted, 
except  by  a  major  vote  of  the  Faculty. 

XXVII.  Every  Student  shall  be  answerable  for  all 
vicious,  scandalous,  and  immoral  conduct,  during  the 
several  vacations,  in  the  same  manner  as  in  term  time. 

XXVIII.  Whenever  a  Student  shall  be  required  by 
one  of  the  Faculty  to  disclose  his  knowledge  concern¬ 
ing  any  disorder,  offense,  or  offender,  against  a  law  of 
the  College,  and  shall  refuse  to  make  such  disclosure, 
he  may  be  sent  home  or  dismissed:  No  Student  shall 
be  questioned  for  any  testimony  he  may  give,  in  regard 
to  a  violation  of  a  law  of  this  College ;  and  in  case 
any  Student  shall  so  question  his  fellow-student  to  as¬ 
certain  whether  he  hath  testified,  or  with  intent  to 
bring  him  into  contempt;  or  shall  endeavor  to  bring 
into  contempt  any  Student,  because  he  hath  testified, 
the  Student  so  acting  shall  be  deemed  to  have  commit- 
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ted  an  offense :  and  may  be  proceeded  against  by  the 
Faculty,  according  to  the  aggravation  of  the  offense, 
even  to  dismission. 

XXIX.  No  Student  who  shall  receive  any  appoint¬ 
ment  to  exhibit  before  the  class,  the  College,  or  the 
Public,  shall  give  any  treat  or  entertainment  to  his 
class  or  any  part  thereof,  for,  or  on  account  of  those 
appointments,  or  under  any  color  thereof,  on  penalty 
of  admonition,  suspension,  or  of  being  denied  the  hon¬ 
ors  of  the  College,  as  to  the  Faculty  shall  seem  just 
and  necessary,  and  proportioned  to  the  nature  of  the 
offense. 

XXX.  No  treat  or  entertainment  shall  be  fur¬ 
nished,  by  any  class  or  literary  society  in  the  College, 
or  by  any  portion  of  the  Students,  on  penalty  of  the 
admonition,  suspension,  or  dismission  of  those  Students 
who  either  furnish  or  partake  of  the  entertainment ;  as 
the  circumstances  of  the  case  may  require. 

XXXI.  No  Dialogue  or  dramatic  piece,  shall  be 
spoken  or  exhibited,  by  any  of  the  Students,  on  the  day 
of  the  public  Commencement,  or  at  any  other  public 
exhibition  of  the  Students ;  nor  shall  any  dialogue  or 
dramatic  piece  be  exhibited,  by  any  Student  of  the 
College,  in  any  meeting  of  the  Linonian,  or  Brothers’, 
or  Calliopean  Society,  or  in  any  other  society  or  asso¬ 
ciation  of  the  Students,  at  any  time  or  place  in  which 
any  other  person  than  a  member  of  the  society  is  pres¬ 
ent.  And  if  any  Student  shall  offend,  by  exhibiting  as 
aforesaid,  in  any  such  society,  such  Student  shall  be 
dismissed  from  the  College,  or  be  punished  in  such 
other  way  as  the  Faculty  shall  direct. 

XXXII.  No  Student  shall  be  appointed,  in  any  class, 
or  subdivision  of  a  class,  under  any  name,  as  a  perma¬ 
nent  leader  or  officer,  to  preside  in  class  meetings,  or 
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to  be  concerned  in  organizing,  arranging,  or  leading 
any  procession  or  other  assemblage  of  Students,  on 
any  occasion  whatever ;  and  no  Student  shall  take  part 
in  delivering  or  accepting  any  insignia  or  badge  of 
office  of  such  leader,  or  shall  accept  any  such  place, 
in  any  class,  or  part  of  a  class,  or  having  received  such 
appointment,  shall  preside  in  any  meeting  of  the  Stu¬ 
dents,  or  attempt  to  exercise  any  authority  among 
them,  or  be  concerned  in  organizing,  arranging,  or 
leading  any  procession  of  Students ;  on  penalty  of  sus¬ 
pension,  dismission,  or  expulsion,  according  to  the  cir¬ 
cumstances  and  aggravation  of  the  offense. 

College  processions  shall  be  by  classes,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Faculty;  and,  as  nearly  as  shall  be 
convenient,  in  alphabetical  order,  unless  otherwise  di¬ 
rected  by  the  Faculty;  and  on  such  occasions,  no  as¬ 
sociation  or  body  of  Students,  other  than  one  of  the 
four  classes,  shall  have  a  place  by  themselves. 

XXXIII.  No  class  shall  raise,  by  subscription  of  its 
members,  any  sum  or  sums  of  money,  for  any  donation, 
present,  or  gratuity,  without  the  leave  of  the  President 
first  obtained. 

No  Student  shall  pay,  or  give,  or  subscribe  to  pay  or 
give,  any  sum  of  money  or  other  article,  to  any  one 
who  is  or  has  been  an  officer  of  the  College;  nor  shall 
any  such  officer  be  allowed  to  receive,  from  any  Stu¬ 
dent,  any  gratuity  or  present  whatsoever. 

Each  Student  shall  be  allowed  to  contribute,  as  a 
tax,  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per 
annum,  for  procuring  additions  to  the  Societies’  Libra¬ 
ries,  and  for  the  repairs  of  the  same ;  and  this  sum 
shall  be  in  full  of  all  payments,  and  contributions,  and 
presents  whatsoever,  for  this  object :  unless  the  assent 
of  the  parent  or  guardian  of  such  Student  shall  be  ex- 
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pressed  in  writing,  allowing  a  further  contribution,  and 
designating  the  amount  of  the  same;  which  written 
assent  shall  be  deposited  with  some  member  of  the 
Faculty;  Provided,  that  the  Prudential  Committee 
shall  be  authorized  to  suspend  any  part  or  all  of  the 
foregoing  regulations,  as  they  shall  judge  expedient. 

XXXIV.  The  Students  are  forbidden  to  furnish  an 
engraved  card  of  invitation,  for  any  College  exhibition. 

XXXV.  Every  judgment  for  expulsion,  dismission 
for  fault,  suspension,  public  admonition,  the  second  ad¬ 
monition  specified  in  the  twenty  sixth  section  of  the 
eighth  chapter,  and  sending  a  Student  home,  shall  be 
by  the  Faculty;  and  every  judgment  for  expulsion, 
dismission  and  rustication,  shall  be  in  writing,  and  pub¬ 
lished  in  such  manner  as  the  President  shall  direct. 
Copies  of  all  such  judgments,  on  application  to  the 
President,  shall  be  given  to  all  persons  concerned ; 
And  if  any  Student  shall  apprehend  himself  aggrieved 
by  any  such  judgment,  he  shall  have  liberty,  at  any 
time  within  thirty  days  after  the  same  shall  have  been 
given,  of  applying  to  the  President,  by  a  petition  in 
writing,  for  a  new  trial ;  and  on  such  petition  the  Pres¬ 
ident  shall,  within  a  convenient  time,  order  a  new  trial 
to  be  had ;  and  provided  on  such  new  trial,  the  former 
judgment  shall  be  confirmed,  such  Student,  still  appre¬ 
hending  himself  aggrieved,  or  in  case  he  shall  be  a  mi¬ 
nor,  his  Parent  or  Guardian  shall  have  the  liberty  of 
bringing  a  petition  to  the  Corporation  for  relief;  which 
petition  he  shall  lodge  with  the  President  within  thirty 
days  after  the  said  new  trial ;  and  the  President  shall 
lay  the  said  petition  before  the  Corporation  at  their 
next  meeting. 

XXXVI.  The  President  shall  cause  a  bill  of  the  fines 
and  other  punishments,  inflicted  upon  the  Students  for 
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misdemeanors  and  crimes,  to  be  kept  for  the  inspection 
of  their  Parents  and  Guardians,  whenever  they  shall 
request  it :  w  hich  bill  shall  contain  a  summary  account 
of  the  reasons  of  such  fines  and  punishments. 

XXXVII.  Whereas  the  laws  of  the  College  are  few 
and  general,  and  cases  may  occur  which  are  not  ex¬ 
pressly  provided  for  by  law :  in  all  such  cases,  the  Fac¬ 
ulty  shall  proceed  according  to  their  best  discretion,  and 
may  punish  a  Student  by  inflicting  any  College  censure, 
according  to  the  nature  and  circumstances  of  his  crime. 


CHAPTER  IX. 

Of  the  Library — Of  the  Philosophical  Chamber  and 

Apparatus, 

I.  No  person,  except  the  President,  Fellows,  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Faculty,  Resident  Graduates,  and  Seniors 
and  Juniors,  shall  have  the  liberty  of  drawing  books 
out  of  the  Library,  but  by  permission  from  the  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Professors.  No  book  shall  be  borrowed  from 
the  Library,  except  by  the  President,  without  the 
knowledge  and  presence  of  the  Librarian  ;  and  no  per¬ 
son  but  the  Librarian,  except  the  President,  shall  have 
a  key  to  the  Library. 

II.  The  Library  shall  be  opened  on  Thursday  of 
each  week,  vacation  excepted,  between  the  hours  of 
two  and  three  in  the  afternoon.  No  Student  shall  be 
allowed  to  draw  books  from  the  Library  oftener  than 
once  in  a  fortnight ;  and  the  Senior  and  Junior  classes 
shall  have,  in  their  order,  their  distinct  weeks  for  draw¬ 
ing.  Graduates  may  attend  the  Library  every  Thurs¬ 
day,  at  the  time  above  specified.  But  the  Librarian 
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shall  be  obliged  to  wait  on  any  of  the  gentlemen  in  the 
government  and  instruction  of  the  College,  whenever 
they  shall  have  occasion  to  go  into  the  Library. 

No  person  except  members  of  the  Faculty,  may  have 
more  than  three  books  out  at  a  time. 

III.  The  President  shall  register  such  books  as  he 
shall  take  from  the  Library,  and  the  Librarian  shall 
register  all  other  books  which  shall  be  borrowed  from 
the  Library,  noting  the  title  and  size  of  the  books,  the 
name  of  the  borrower,  the  time  when  borrowed,  and 
when  returned.  No  person  shall  lend  to  another  a 
book  which  he  has  borrowed  from  the  Library,  nor  let 
it  go  from  his  possession ;  and  no  Student,  graduate  or 
undergraduate,  shall  carry  a  book  belonging  to  the 
Library  out  of  the  city  of  New  Haven,  on  penalty,  in 
each  of  the  cases  aforesaid,  of  being  deprived  of  the 
privilege  of  borrowing  books  for  a  time  not  exceeding 
six  months,  or  of  paying  a  fine  not  exceeding  one  dol¬ 
lar,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Faculty. 

IV.  Such  of  the  books  as  being  of  great  value  are 
proper  to  be  consulted  only  occasionally,  and  shall  be 
designated  by  the  Corporation,  or  in  their  recess  by 
the  Prudential  Committee,  with  the  aid  of  the  Faculty, 
shall  not  be  taken  out  of  the  Library,  excepting  only 
by  the  Faculty. 

V.  Resident  graduates  and  undergraduates,  and  such 
persons  as  have  special  license  to  borrow  books  from 
the  Library,  shall  pay  at  the  rate  of  twelve  cents  every 
month  for  a  folio  volume,  eight  cents  for  a  quarto,  six 
cents  for  an  octavo  or  lesser  volume,  and  double  the 
sum  for  every  book  that  is  recited ;  And  if  the  book  be 
not  returned  within  a  month  from  the  time  when  it  was 
borrowed,  double  the  sum  shall  be  paid,  every  month 
until  it  shall  be  returned.  If  the  book  be  not  returned 
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within  six  months,  the  person  who  detains  it  shall  be 
liable  to  pay  double  the  value  of  the  same;  and  if  it 
belongs  to  a  set  of  books,  double  the  value  of  the  set. 
And  whosoever  shall  borrow  a  book  from  the  Library, 
shall  make  good  all  damages  done  to  it  while  in  his 
possession,  at  the  discretion  of  the  President  or  the 
Librarian. 

VI.  All  books  shall  be  returned  to  the  Library  on 
the  Thursday  before  Commencement. 

VII.  All  books  for  the  Library,  shall  be  purchased 
under  the  direction  of  the  Prudential  Committee,  and 
shall  be  deposited  in  the  Library. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Librarian  to  arrange  the 
books  in  the  Library ;  to  cause  them  to  be  repaired 
when  necessary ;  to  keep  a  catalogue  of  all  books  pre¬ 
sented  or  purchased  with  monies  appropriated  by  the 
donors  for  the  use  of  the  Library. 

At  each  Commencement  the  Librarian  shall  return 
to  the  Corporation  a  list  of  the  books  which  have  been 
purchased  during  the  preceding  year;  and  shall  report 
the  names  of  such  members  of  the  Senior  class,  as 
have  books  from  the  Library,  that  their  degrees  may 
be  withheld. 

The  sums  due  for  books  taken  from  the  Library, 
shall  be  annually  inserted  in  the  August  term  bills. 

VIII.  The  Philosophical  Chamber,  the  Apparatus 
Room,  and  Apparatus,  shall  be  under  the  care  of  the 
Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Natural  Philosophy. 

IX.  No  person  except  the  President,  or  some  other 
officer  in  the  government  of  the  College,  or  by  permis¬ 
sion  of  the  President,  or  of  such  other  officer,  shall  be 
allowed  to  go  into  the  Philosophical  Chamber  or  Appa¬ 
ratus  Room.  The  Professor  of  Mathematics  and  Nat- 
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ural  Philosophy  shall  take  care  that  the  several  instru¬ 
ments,  machines  and  other  articles  deposited  in  them, 
be  in  their  proper  places,  and  in  good  order,  and  make 
report  of  their  state  to  the  Corporation,  whenever  he 
shall  find  it  necessary,  or  shall  be  required. 

X.  The  Chemical  Laboratory  and  the  Mineralogical 
Cabinet,  shall  be  under  the  care  of  the  Professor  of 
Chemistry  and  Mineralogy. 


CHAPTER  X. 

Of  College  Dues  and  Term  Bills. — Of  Wood. 

I.  The  bills  of  the  Students  of  this  College  shall  be 
made  up  three  times  each  year:  the  first,  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  January  :  the  second,  on  the  first  Wed¬ 
nesday  of  April;  and  the  third,  on  the  third  Wednesday 
of  August.  In  the  Senior  class,  each  Student  shall  be 
charged  five  dollars  a  term  for  the  rent  of  a  chamber  in 
College;  in  the  Junior  class,  four  dollars  thirty  four 
cents ;  in  the  Sophomore  class,  three  dollars  sixty  sev¬ 
en  cents;  and  in  the  Freshman  class,  three  dollars. 
Every  Student  shall  be  charged  for  tuition,  eleven  dol¬ 
lars  each  term ;  for  expense  of  recitation  rooms,  one 
dollar  ;  for  ordinary  repairs  and  other  contingent  char¬ 
ges,  eighty  cents ;  for  sweeping  and  making  beds,  liv¬ 
ing  in  the  College,  seventy  five  cents ;  excepting  that 
the  graduated  Students  shall  be  exempted  from  tuition 
and  contingent  charges  together  with  the  sums  assess¬ 
ed  during  the  quarter  for  broken  glass,  for  other  dama¬ 
ges,  for  fines,  for  expenses  of  classical  catalogues,  and 
other  customary  college  dues ;  likewise  in  the  bill  of 
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the  term  ending  at  Commencement,  the  candidates  for 
the  first  degree  shall  be  charged  with  one  dollar  for  the 
expenses  attending  Commencement,  two  dollars  for  the 
public  dinner,  and  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  for  a  di¬ 
ploma  and  sealing.  If  any  Student,  at  his  own  request, 
and  by  permission  of  the  Faculty,  shall  occupy  alone 
a  chamber  in  one  of  the  College  buildings,  he  shall  be 
charged  in  the  term  bills  the  whole  rent  of  the  room. 
If  after  any  vacation,  any  Student  shall  join  his  class, 
by  attending  a  recitation  or  lecture ;  and  shall  after¬ 
wards,  during  the  term,  and  before  the  bills  of  the  term 
are  made  up,  be  dismissed  from  the  College,  he  shall 
pay  tuition  for  so  much  of  the  time  as  shall  have  elapsed 
at  the  time  of  his  dismission,  making  no  allowance  for 
the  fraction  of  a  week,  at  the  rate  of  eighty  three  cents 
a  week ;  and  for  room-rent,  sweeping,  and  all  other 
things  usually  charged  in  the  term  bills,  the  same  as 
would  have  been  charged  him,  if  he  had  continued  a 
member  of  the  College  till  the  close  of  the  term.  The 
Treasurer  shall  collect  said  bills  of  the  Students,  and 
account  therefor,  to  the  Prudential  Committee,  as  often 
as  required,  and  shall  pay  three  times  a  year  to  the  offi¬ 
cers  of  the  College,  the  sum  due  to  them,  charging  said 
sums  to  the  Corporation,  with  all  other  sums  paid  by 
their  order,  or  by  order  of  the  Prudential  Committee, 
and  likewise  pay  three  times  a  year  to  the  sweepers  of 
the  College  such  a  sum  as  by  agreement  shall  have 
become  their  due. 

II.  The  several  sums  charged  in  the  term  bills,  shall 
be  considered  as  due  and  payable  as  soon  as  the  bills 
are  made  up  according  to  law";  and  the  Treasurer  shall 
be  authorized  to  demand  the  same,  immediately  on  the 
bills  being  delivered  to  him  for  collection,  w  ith  interest 
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for  all  the  time  afterwards,  during  which  they  shall  re¬ 
main  unpaid.  Provided  that  no  Student  who  shall  pay 
his  term  bills  within  a  fortnight  after  the  end  of  the  va¬ 
cation,  immediately  following  the  date  of  the  said  bill, 
shall  be  charged  interest  on  the  same. 

III.  At  the  close  of  each  term,  a  bill  shall  be  deliv¬ 
ered  to  each  Student,  containing  the  charges  of  the 
Treasurer  against  him  for  the  preceding  term;  and 
each  Student  shall  be  required  to  exhibit  said  bill  to 
his  parent,  guardian,  or  patron. 

IV.  If  any  Student  do  not  pay  his  term  bill  as  has 
been  expressed,  he  shall,  on  his  return  to  College  at  the 
close  of  the  vacation,  exhibit  to  the  Treasurer  a  certifi¬ 
cate,  signed  by  his  parent,  guardian,  or  patron,  of  the 
delivery  to  him  of  said  bill.  And  in  case  any  Student 
shall  neglect  to  exhibit  said  certificate  to  the  Treasurer, 
he  shall  not  be  permitted  to  recite,  until  such  exhibi¬ 
tion  shall  be  made,  unless  he  shall  render  a  reason  sat¬ 
isfactory  to  the  Faculty. 

V.  The  Treasurer  shall  report  to  the  Prudential 
Committee,  at  their  usual  meeting  near  the  close  of 
each  term,  all  Students  who  shall  be  indebted  for  any 
bill  of  a  preceding  term.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Prudential  Committee  to  limit  a  time,  within  which 
each  Student  reported  as  aforesaid,  shall  pay  or  secure 
by  such  note  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  Treasurer, 
the  bill  or  bills  due  from  him.  And  if  any  Student 
shall  neglect  to  pay  or  secure,  as  above  provided,  the 
amount  due  from  him  to  the  Treasurer,  within  the 
time  limited  by  the  Prudential  Committee,  he  shall 
thereupon  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  College,  and 
shall  not  be  readmitted  to  his  former  standing  but  upon 
examination,  and  the  payment  to  the  Treasurer  at  the 
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rate  of  ten  dollars  per  term,  in  addition  to  the  tuition 
which  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  laws  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  :  Provided  however,  that  the  Prudential  Commit¬ 
tee  may  extend  to  indigent  Students,  such  indulgence 
as  to  the  payment  or  security  of  their  bills,  as  they 
shall  think  the  circumstances  of  each  case  shall  re¬ 
quire,  and  the  interests  of  the  College  will  permit. 

VI.  Whenever,  in  pursuance  of  the  provisions  of  the 
foregoing  article,  the  Prudential  Committee  shall  have 
limited  a  time,  within  which  any  Student’s  bills  shall  be 
paid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  give  imme¬ 
diate  notice  to  the  Student’s  bondsman  of  such  limita¬ 
tion,  and  of  the  consequences  of  failure  to  pay  within 
the  time  specified. 

If  any  Student  shall  fail  to  pay  within  seven  days 
after  the  close  of  any  vacation,  his  bills  of  the  preced¬ 
ing  term,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  give 
immediate  notice  thereof  to  such  Student’s  bondsman, 
unless  he  shall  have  lodged  with  the  Treasurer  a  cer¬ 
tificate  from  his  bondsman  or  patron,  that  the  means 
of  payment  have  not  been  furnished  him. 

VII.  The  Treasurer  shall  report  to  the  President  at 
the  beginning  of  each  term,  such  Students  as  have  not 
given  bonds. 

VIII.  The  Prudential  Committee  shall  employ  a  suit¬ 
able  person  to  provide  wood  for  the  use  of  the  Officers 
and  Students  of  the  College;  to  provide  laborers  to  saw, 
split,  and  carry  the  same  to  the  chambers  where  it  shall 
be  wanted ;  who  shall  receive  such  compensation  as 
the  Prudential  Committee  shall  deem  reasonable.  The 
wood  shall  be  charged  to  those  who  choose  to  be  sup¬ 
plied  with  it,  at  such  a  price  as  shall  indemnify  the 
College  for  all  expenses  which  shall  accrue  on  account 
of  the  same. 
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The  person  employed  by  the  Prudential  Committee 
to  provide  wood  for  the  College,  shall  have  the  sole 
charge  of  managing  and  disposing  of  the  same :  and 
everv  Student  shall  conform  to  all  the  rules  and  orders 
which  he  shall  make  relative  thereto.  No  Student 
shall  order  any  w^ood  from  the  College  w^ood-yard,  ex¬ 
cept  for  the  use  of  his  own  fire. 


CHAPTER  XI. 

Of  Commencement  and  Academical  Degrees. 

I.  The  Commencement  shall  be  on  the  third  Thurs¬ 
day  of  August  annually.  The  candidates  for  the  first 
degree  shall  attend  at  the  College,  on  the  Friday  pre¬ 
ceding  ;  and  those  who  have  parts  in  the  exhibition, 
at  such  time  or  times,  between  the  Julv  examination 
and  Commencement  as  the  Faculty  shall  direct. 

II.  No  Student  may  expect  the  honor  of  the  first  de¬ 
gree,  who  has  not  attended  and  performed  the  course 
of  academical  exercises,  as  appointed  by  law,  for  the 
space  of  four  years;  except  such  as  have  been  regularly 
admitted  to  an  advanced  standing;  nor  unless  on  the 
examination  in  July,  or  a  special  examination  appoint¬ 
ed  by  the  President,  he  shall  have  been  approved  as  a 
candidate  for  the  same ;  and  also  have,  on  the  Monday 
before  the  Commencement,  produced  certificates  from 
the  ^Treasurer,  that  he  has  paid  to  him  his  dues. 

III.  No  candidate  for  the  second  degree  may  expect 
the  honor  of  the  same,  unless  he  shall  have  preserved 
a  sood  moral  character,  and  previously  to  the  Com¬ 
mencement,  signified  to  the  President  his  desire  of  the 
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same :  All  candidates  for  either  degree  shall  be  person¬ 
ally  present,  unless  in  any  instance  the  President  and 
Fellows  shall  judge  it  proper  to  confer  the  honor  of  a 
degree  upon  an  absent  candidate. 

IV.  All  academical  honors  shall  be  given  by  the 
President,  with  the  consent  of  the  Fellows;  and  the 
candidates  for  a  first  or  a  second  degree,  shall,  each, 
for  the  same,  pay  to  the  President  four  dollars. 

V.  The  candidates  for  either  degree  shall  attend  the 
public  procession  on  Commencement  day,  from  and  to 
the  College;  and  shall  perform  the  public  exercises, 
which  shall  have  been  previously  appointed  for  them 
by  the  President;  and  no  public  exhibition  shall  be 
made  without  such  appointment,  nor  without  having 
been  approved  by  the  President.  And  if  any  Student, 
without  permission  from  the  President  and  Fellows, 
shall  fail  to  perform  the  exercise  which  has  been  allot¬ 
ted  to  him :  or  shall  speak  any  thing  which  has  not  been 
approved  by  the  Faculty,  he  may  be  deprived  of  a  de¬ 
gree.  The  President  shall  begin  and  close  the  business 
and  public  exercises  of  the  day  with  prayer. 

VI.  There  shall  be  no  parade,  illumination,  or  fire 
works  at  the  time  of  the  Commencement,  but  by  the 
permission  and  under  the  direction  of  the  President : 
and  if  any  candidate  for  a  degree,  or  any  Student  shall 
transgress  this  law,  he  shall  be  punished  by  the  Presi¬ 
dent  and  Fellows  at  their  discretion. 

VII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Faculty  to  appoint 
a  College  Beadle,  who  shall  direct  the  procession  on 
Commencement  day,  and  preserve  order  during  the 
exhibitions. 
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
